SEVENTEEN CADETS PASS 
ARMY-NAVY EXAMINATIONS 


At the date of this publication, sev- 
enteen cadets have been notified by the 
War Department that they have suc- 
cessfully passed the Army-Navy Qual- 
ification Examination. This exami- 
nation was given throughout the coun- 
try on March 15, 1944. Sixty-one ca- 
dets of Augusta partook in the exam 
which was given in the Memorial Gym- 
nasium on that date. Of these sixty- 
one the following have passed: J. D. 
White, J. W. Hevener, J. D. Eborn, 
C. Breitstein, D. Wolfberg, P. Edel- 
man H. R. Pittman, G. E. Kline, F. 
C. Hayden, J. C. Dashiell, J. L. Wood- 
ward, W. C. Palmer, R. Huntsberry, 
C. Burt, R. Knox, F. E. Prince and 
M. E. Thomas. . 


This does not necessarily mean that 
these cadets have to enter the V-12 
or A-12, but only that they qualify. A 
percentage of 27.8 was gained by these 
cadets who passed at the academy. 
This is rather remarkable since the 
exam is one of the hardest offered by 
the Army and Navy. 

The cadets who passed deserve much 
credit and good luck is wished to them 
all, no matter what branch of the ser- 
vice they enter.

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Is Augusta Ready For G. I. 


Better Than Passing Mark Is Wanted 
by Tactical Officers 


At present the major question to 
be answered by AMA cadets is “Is 
Augusta Ready for Government In- 
spection”’. Without causing over-opti- 
mism on this question, it is felt by the 
higher-ups that AMA is ready to pass. 
But to pass is not enough! It’s no se- 
cret that the rating last year was a 
little over 80 per cent. To be satis- 
fied this year with a mark like that 
would be a black mark against the 
corps of 44. The goal set by Major 
Arthur Blackburn, P. M.S. & T., is 
90 per cent or better. This will re- 
quire superb work by each individual 
cadet. 

The purpose of Government Inspec- 
tion is that the Commanding-General 
of the 3rd Service Command wants to 
see the advancement gained by his 
subordinates in connection with mili- 
tary training in various military es- 
tablishments, officially recognized by 
the Government. 


Augusta is a Junior Division of the 


Reserve Officers Training Corps. 
Therefore the Government supplies 
equipment to the cadets for use in 
training to become officers. A pro- 


gram is made up at the beginning of 
each year and eight months later the 
Inspection is made to insure the Com- 
manding General that the equipment 
and personnel sent here is not wasted. 
This is the main purpose for Govern- 
ment Inspection. 


_The corps is marked on every detail. 


Nothing is left uncoveréd—by—thein-__ 


spectors. In that way the Command- 
ing General receives the information 
desired. 


Therefore the major question re- 
mains to be answered on May 11th 
and 12th. “Is Augusta Ready for Gov- 
ernment Inspection”? Only the cadets 
can answer that by the work they put 
into it. A challenge has been made. 
Only hard work will successfully com- 
pete this challenge.
